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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment and response, filed 5/22/03, is 
acknowledged. The amendment has been entered. In view of the 
cancellation of all previous claims, all previous rejections have 
been withdrawn. 

2. Claims 39 and 40 have been canceled. 
New Claims 45 and 4 6 are pending. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by EP 0544466 (1993) . 

EP 0544466 teaches a peptide encompassed by the peptide of 
the claim, i.e., consisting of SEQ ID NO:l and 0-40 amino acids 
at the amino terminus and 0-40 amino acids at the carboxyl 
terminus (see particularly "split (64) proinsulin" , page 4 and 
Claim 4) . 

The reference clearly anticipates the claimed invention. 

5. Claim 46 is allowed.
